A serious clan riot has occurred' at 
Hanchow. . 

A slight shock of earthquake was 
experienced at JB'ooohoo, January 13th. 
The Chinese .vrere alarmed, and rush- 
ed from their houses ' iu'^'great num- 
bers. 

The Chinese corvette, Yang Moo, 
under command of Captain Tracey, 
B. N. , is sbprtly expected from Ja- 
pan. On ber return, preparations 
will, vie understand,, be made for a 
m»re lengthened cruise to Australia,^ 
Europe and America. 

It is announced that Kiung Chow is 
to be definitely opened to trade. 
. lihe question of compensation for 
the 'Anhk mutiny has been referred to 
Pekin. 

JAPAN. 

From the Japan "Mail" of February 
nth we give the following: 

A largo now nrsoual is shortly to be 
commenced at Tsinan-u.the capital of 
Shantung. Hsu Shuug-hu, formerly 
assistant manager of tbe^ Eiangnau 
arsenal, has been appointed to super- 
intend the projected establishmept, 
the site for which has already been 
laid out. 

An attack on two foreigners is re- 
ported from Hankow. 'Ihey were 
quietly looking at a review in progress 
on the parade ground, when a crowd 
collected around them and commenced 
pelting them with stones. The case 
was reported to the British Consul. 

Report says that fresh hostilititiea 
are impending between the aborigines 
and the Imperialists in Formosa. 

Considerable activity is said to pre- 
vail at the Mamoi Arsenal, Foochow, 
and the troops at the South Camp are 
being drilled incessantly :> 

The impression of well-informed 
.Europeans in China is that the Gov- 
ernment of that country is likely to 
take the part of Corea against Japan. 
But it is thought further that the in- 
fluence of the Foreign Mmisters will 
be brought to bear upon the Chinese 
Governinent in order to the preserva- 
tion of peace. 

During tho night of tho 2Gth and 
the entire day of the 27th instant the 
heaviest snow-storm which has been 
known here for seven years prevailed 
in Yokohamaand Yedo. Communica- 
tion with the shipping in ths harbor 
was interrupted, and the streets wore 
rendered impassable for carriages. 

The porsocation of tho Pro.ss con- 
tiniios; and there iiro rumors whicli, 
however, wo think unfounded, tliat 
the Government has serious intentions 
of closing all the newspaper offices. 

A Dr. James Vandorpool an Ainori- 
oan citizen has died in tho General 
Hospital, from overdoses of chloral 
and laudanum, pi'escibed bj; himself. 

The news from Coi'ea is' jtH^f," tbe^ 
Japanese mission has been received in 
the capital and that uogotations bltve 
been opened in a satisfactory manner. 

A notidcation which has created 
some discussion, has boon issued by 
the British Minister, in virtue of the 
powers vested in him by the Queen's 
order in Council, making it a penal 
' ofTense for liiitish snbjocls to publish 
newspapers in tlie Japunoso language. 

Tho Imperial Fulaoo has been 
specially connected by telegraphic 
yiito w^th the Central,S.tation. Cipher 
messages from Nagaski will pass thith- 
er direct.

Wo have recoived the Postmaster- 
Geueral's report for the year ending 
30th Juue, 1875. The buainoag of the 
department increased very much dur- 
ing the year.and the new poatal treaty 
with the United States and the reduc- 
tion in newspaper postage promises to 
produce important and gratifying re- 
sults. Of 4892 postoffices 3054 are in 
Outario aud Quebec. Manitoba has 
the smallest number of offices, 40; and 
British Columbia next, 49. In 1874-5 
the mail traveled 10,405,513 miles in 
Ontario and Quebec; 175,458 in Col- 
umbia; aiid 82,468 in' Manitoba. The 

' number of newspapers carried was 
m,300,000; 23,500.000 of which were 
carried in Ontario aud Quebec and 
390,000 in British Columbia. Prince 
Edward Island, with a population five 
-''times greater tliau this Province, re- 
ceived and sent only G80,000 papers— 
less than twice our number — aud Man- 
itpbft, IpQ^OUO fewer than us. In free 
'iettersj however, Manitoba and Col- 
umbia sent each 8000; Outario and 
Quebec doad-boadod 1,141,000, and 
the Maritime Provinces 133,000 letters. 
Ontario and Quebec sent 86,G84; the 
Maritime Province3,41,000; Manitoba, 
145.6, and British Oolambi]*, 2964 par-

The money order department has 
been in a flourishing nondilioh. There 
.are 618- money order ofiices in Outario 
and'Qiiebeo, 1G2 in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, G in British Columbia and 1 in 
Manitoba. British Columbia sent 
$50,GG9.72 in money orders during the 
year, and Manitoba.$26,452.85. Pobt- 
oflice savings banks are in operation 
only in Ontario and Quebec. Canada 
has applied for ail mission as a mem- 
ber of the Postal Uuiou. The letter 
rate of postiiire between Canada aud 
the United Kingdom lias, by a^l•Hng^- 
tnent with the imperial Post Office, 
been redticed to the Internajtional rate 
of 2Ad. sterling — 5 cents oonency. 
The interchange of luouey'bWeW with 
the United States commenced on 
August 1st. lust. At first tlie issue by 
the United States by Orders payable 
in Canada were one-third larger in 
amount than those of Canada on the 
United States, but the current has 
since changed, aud now seta the other 
.,Way. The publication of an Official 
•Postal G-uide has been commeuued. 
From a glance at the free delivery sys- 
tem in Montreal, Toronto, Quebec, 
Ottawa, Hamilton, St. JoUn, N.B.,and 
Halifax, we find that the stufTof letter- 
ciinievs in those cities hua been in- 
creased from 61 to 117, and the in- 
creased- fixpenee entailed in |39,039 
per annum and the loss to the revenue 
Laa been $20,243.32. In 1850 there 
wire in operation within the present 
liriiils of the Dominion only fifty-live

Of this amount $1,178,751.23 was 
collected by the sale of postage 
stamps. Notwithstanding the reduc- 
tion in the charges on letters and 
newapapers, etc., passing to and fiom 
the United States, which took effect 
upon a portion of this year, . the gross 
receipts were $60,301.74 more than in 
the v'lar 1874. The returns shew that 
1,750,000 letters were registered in 
the Canadian post offices during the 
yoar, or one registered letter out of 
every twenty four passing through the 
mails. Fifty-four registered letters 
mifioarried and there were thirty-two 
cases of alleged ob;itraction. 

During the year ended 30th June, 
1BY5, 572,127 dead letters were re- 
ceived. Of theso 413,906 originated 
in Canada, 285,504 ol wuich were pie 
paid and 128,462 unpaid; 11,919 iet- 

' tera were sent to the Dead Letter Of- 
fice for bettor direction. Of the dead 
letters originating in Canada 3,270 
were legiatered, and were specialty 
recorded, together with 2:828Lii<itber8 
fouud to contain enclosures of value 
in the books of the Dead Letter Office.

lirsL letter aver^yfritteo in old Canada 
ill her defeiice,' should Ije assailed by 
you iu au article one tsolid column iu 
length. My object, sir, id troubling 
you with a reply svas to show your 
corre.spoudonb wna unworthy and that 
such articles as ho contributes to your 
journal were calculated to do barm 
aud to create a prejudice ia tho minds 
of the [jeoplo he professed to onlight 
on against a Province already too lit- 
tle underatobdj.and'^'warath'em that 
his views were fallaciou'e. If'ydii whni 
British Cohiiubia to take a reasonable 
view of things you must put a slop to 
this wholesale denunciation of her 
people. It is uuu-ortby of you to class 
us as you do. You say that "you 
much doubt whether Btitish Golam- 
hians have obtained the pe.-mlsslon of 
Uroat Britain to sell Vaucjuver Island 
or any other part of tlio British Em- 
pire to a foreign State." I am pre- 
pared to grant tliFit we have no such 
[lermission, but I have no difficulty in 
bringing to my mind that one of 
the arguments used by tho "Globe" 
against tho " Indenandonco of Cana- 
da" movement was that it meant 
annexation to the United ytates. Now 
theni if annexation is impossible 
for British Columbia, how comes 
it ' to< bo^-^ possible for Cana- 
da? o; did TflE Globe not believe in 
Its own nrgumeut'i' If the indopen- 
deuco of Canada, means annexation, 
why should not tho secession of Brit- 
ish Columbia tneun the 'same ' tiling ? 
Great Britain doea not- sell her em- 
pire, but unless I baveread The Globe 
for the past twenty years to no pur- 
pose, she has allowed many an empire, 
in size at least, to slip iuto Uncle 
barn's hands. Only last year she 
blundered off San Juan, and it is by 
the merest ohanoe that she has afoot- 
hold oh the Pacific Qjoaii to-day. 
What she has done before she may do 
again, and there are many who think 
that if tho United States were sulh 
cieiilly awake to the acquisition of 
Biitish Uuluuibia tO;; put out her 
.-tr.Migth to help us, that themeichauts 
cjf Great Britain would .soon find some 
^'o(jd )-easi)ii why I'jnglatid should not 
go to war for such a trifle. 

But of what use this diacussion? 
There are reasonable laeu in British 
Ouluiubia who only n quiro to bo aa- 
surod that Oanada ia m earnest, and 
that she will do tbo bu.st tliat she cau 
ti) cairy out the npirii of her obliga- 
tions, who will do all in their power 
toward arriving at a roasQ.iiabl.e ad- 
justment 'o^ existing difflaulties.' 'Let 
llio.so nuiii bo met in a sjiirit of fair 
(day, and my word for it tho British 
Columbia dilli,;,dty will soon bo among 
the I biiigs of tbi^ past. 

In eonelu.sioii, poiiuit mo to add 
that I liave no disposition to continue 
this corri^spondonco. i\Iy only object 
in addressing you at all was to defend 
a Province in which I have lived fur 
for upwards of aevouteen years against 
the vile attacks of ft mere bird of pas- 
sage.

J^B.";ne(?d not alarm himaolf on tho 
subject of "dofainatiou being rolled 
up against tho most defenceless Pro- 
vince in the Dominioa" by the pub- 
lication of "Tote Jaune's" letter. Tiie 
information on which action is taken 
by Governments, aud upon whioh 
newspapers base their opinions, is of a 
more acourate and trustworthy nature 
than is usually aPorded by correspon- 
dents; iiiid so far from Bi'itish Colum- 
bia being tho most defeiicoloss Pro- 
vince iu tho Dominion, there aro voiy 
few Provinces so weil able to take care 
of ! themselves as that oa the Pueifio 
shofiai.'- Without attributingittoy. blamo 
to them for making tho best Bsirgain 
they can with tho remainder of the 
Dominion, wo think that tho British 
Columbians have shown tiiemsclves 
to_ba-aujtthing_but people likely to 
part with themselves at slaughter 
prices. The very utmost that Canada 
should give in her dealings with Brit- 
ish Columbia will, somehow or another, 
be obtained l)y that "defoncoloss Pro- 
vince;" and as it is universally admit- 
ted that Canadk'in.nide a monstrous 
blunder in her first negotiations with 
tho Pacific Colony, she au^'ely i-oauuot 
bo too cautious in avoidihg^^ a "-reiieti- 
tion of her mistake. 

"F. J. B." writes in a tone of com-' 
plaint, and endeavors to force a 'tu 
quoqUfiliOffjtUe; point of disposing of 
liritishvterritory. We said, and, of 
course, re]ieat, that the British Col- 
umbians have not oblained permission 
of Great^Brituiu to soll .io iho Aiueri- 
Gdri^f br a^.V"- brIiVelse, •any . portiou of 
the ^ntj^hJEn^pire., .and wo are met 
with the Veplj^- bfia'b 'aW the ' Glo bo ' o p ■ 
pcjsed independeuce, because it meant 
annexation, thereby showing that 
aijiiexation iu Canada's case was ])uss- 
iblo, why should it not equally bo 
possible for British. Columbia,; tp bo 
independent, and, in logical sequence, 
to become part of the Union 'I The 
statement is also made by "F. J, B." 
that vast portions of the. British . Em- 
pire l^vp been blundered away, "and 
that it is only by accident lhat Great 
Britain has to-day a foothold on the 
Pacific. It is true that the 'Globe' 
o|)posed indopenileuci), and t hat inde 
peudence meant atauosalion; but even 
Canadians, who aro a people of four 
miUjpns ia:Aiunber, ,;a jipu^ ,4de. and 
— until the acquisition of the North- 
west—in almost complete occupation 
of tho countr.v they inhabit, never pro- 
posed to violently tear themselves 
away fiom the Empire to j iiu another 
nation, Wore Canada indejieudoutof 
Great Brit in, tliat, puwtr would have 
no political interest in the q'.io.stion of 
our future relationship with tho United 
States. Tiio^aso of British Cokiinbia 
is very different. Tho population of 
British Columbia is made up of fur 
traders, miners— many of them more 
transient inliabitants-^and sparse set 
tlomcnts of traders and agriculturists. 
They have spread in very small de- 
tached jiartios over a portion of tho 
Empire which is called British Colum- 
bia, but they have just the same right, 
aud no more, to sell that country to 
what they may bo pleased to consider 
the best purchaser as was possessed 
by the French half-breeds of Kod Riv- 
er to disjjoso of tbo North-west when 
tho proposition was made to them to 
transferdt to the United States. An 
independent Canada would have the 
right to negotiuto with tho United 
States, if she .su desired, for auniis.sioa 
to tho Union; au English Crovvn Col- 
ony, as Britiiiih Uolambia would be in 
the event of her secession from the 
Dominion, has no right to approach 
a foreign nation with any treasonable 
propositions to inake away with tho 
dominions of the Crown. "F. J. B 
tolls us that forty persons who signed 
an anne^t^Upn manifesto are known in 
British Columbia as "the forty 
thieves," Had they attempted to put 
their ideas into practical operation 
they would probably have found 
theolstitves.ocoDpyiiig (he punition of for- 
ty criminals. Enj^land has, us "F J.B " 
says, Idiindi'roil iiw.iy lar^'i' portions of 
her Noitli .\.iiieric,iii po'-.-e^iiiiis, ljut in 
no case liaa thi-. been iloui; wilii the ap- 
proval of tho C.i!iadi,in pt'o^de; and in all 
tuture questions of the h.uue kind the 
people of Canada would urge their views 
very streanouQly,^ mjon the Home Govern- 
meal. For iust,iaud, slioul l British Col- 
umbia secedt! and atteiu|)t to add to the 
number of the ongiiiiU ''forty thieves," 
Cmada won d bi oatipo'ciiii in her oppo 
sition.to the transfer from Great Britain 
of what is now a Province of the Domin- 
lon. 

"F. J, B " savs: -"If yon want Ibiti^jli 
Columbia to take a re.isouable view of 
things, you musi (mt a stop to this wiiolo- 
salo ilimmici.il ion of iier ptH)|ile." We ,ire 
not aware that the Biili^h Columbians 
have been denounced in any wholesale 
manner; on tho contrary, they havo usual 
ly been [)raised for their aslntriin.HS and 
pertinacity. Wi) know that they uro 
trying to got all they can fruiu tbo Do 
minion, and wo do not, as a rule, blame 
tlioiu for it, tiioii!.;h we think they at times 
show themsolviis to bj a little unreason- 
able and greedy. We aro oonleut that 
they should make the be,st bargain they 
can, and, on tlie other hand, wu are aui^i- 
oua that they shall not succeed too far, or 
lead us into another folly liko that com 
luittod by Sir , John Macdnnald in 1S71. 
It is only when llireal-i of secession, an- 
nexation, anil so forth aro naeil on beli.ilf 
of Bfitish Columbia that wo think the 
-'filno Calls for phiiii speaking on our part; 
and wo observe that even in "F. ,1. il 's" 
loiters, whilo the iinia-opriiity of l.lrdish 
ColunibiaiiH talking of :-olliiig a portion 
of the Empire is theore tically ndmitted, 
tho imnlied threat is still kept before our 
eyes. In this last letter, in which groat 
exception ia taken to any fault tint 
may be found with British Colunibia,
